ANAHEIM, Dec. ll.—A cotnpre 
henslve resume of the work of the 
United States Chamber of Com 
meres and Its relationship to the 
business interests of the nation was 
given by D. A. Sklner, secretary of 
the national chamber, a t a meeting 
here yesterday, of the R otary club 
In the Elks* clubhouse. Members of 
other service clubs and of cham 
bors of commerce of 
the 
county 
were guests of the Rotari&na. 
The meeting w as In charge of M 
A. Oauer, president of the Rotary 
club, and the program in charge of 
Elmer Bruce and Dr. S. W. Truxaw 
The speaker w as 
Introduced 
by 
George Reid, secretary of the A na­ 
heim Chamber of Commerce. 
Chamber Important 
Skinner emphasised the Import 
anes of the cham ber of commerce 
in the community, declaring 
th a t 
the body represented 
the 
entire 
community and th at for this reason 
general questions affecting the com 
munlty should be handled through 
the chamber. Members of trade as 
sedations and sim ilar organisations 
should belong to and support the 
chamber of commerce, he said. 
Skinner told of the formation of 
the United States Chamber of Com­ 
merce, on April 23 and 
24, 
1912, 
when representatives from BOO or­ 
ganisations of the nation were In 
attendance. It w as governed, he 
said, by 14 directors and 12 offi­ 
cers. 
The speaker, touching on national 
problems, said th at he believed the 
inter-state commerce 
commission 
should approve proper railroad con­ 
solidations. H e explained how a 
survey of the nation’s methods of 
spending was of great assistance to 
the business men of the nation. Leg­ 
islation for a census of distribution 
in 1930 will come before the senate 
at Its present session, and the N a­ 
tional Chamber will advise its adop­ 
tion, he said. 
Talks On Taxation 
Of taxation, he said: 
"Taxation is a question which 
affects every business man in the 
United States. The national cham­ 
ber la committed to a definite pro­ 
gram of peace-time taxation. 
In­ 
equalities 
should 
be 
eliminated. 
The corporation income tax should 
be reduced to a t least IO per cent. 
Excise taxes are only justified as 
w ar measures. They do not belong 
in a peace-tim e program and all 
such taxes should be 
eliminated. 
The federal estate tax w as a w ar 
time measure. In times of peace this 
tax should be left 
entirely as a 
source of revenue 
for 
the state. 
There should also be a thorough 
revision of the ruling and practices 
w ith respect to the adm inistration 
of the federal taxes." 
The national secretary will speak 
in but two cities in California be­ 
sides Anaheim, those cities 
being 
Pomona and Santa Barbara.

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An Interesting exhibit of guns 
of by-gone days has been placed 
on display In the window of the 
office of Paul G. Muench, on Plaxa 
square, in Orange. The guns were 
collected by John Adams, of Or­ 
ange, and recently were given to 
the American Legion post of th at 
city. 
The weapons include a number 
of guns used In the war of 1812 
and one is a beautifully kept flint­ 
lock.

OPPONENTS OF COLORADO DAM 
BLOCK SENATE LEGISLATION 


A filibuster is on in the Senate to kill the Swing- 
Johnson Boulder Dam bill. 
Usually filibuster» are 
conducted in the closing hour» of the session, the 
Senators talking against time of adjournment, which 
is a fixed, certain hour. At this time, however, they 
are talking against time with Senators who «re in­ 
terested in other measures and desperate to get them 
before the Senate, bringing pressure to bear upon 
Senator Johnson and others who are in charge of 
the Boulder Dam bill to set it aside to the end that 
other legislation may have the right-of-way. 
Five days have already passed in this more or 
less useless argument, and the end does not begin 
to come in sight. 
Instead of the pressure being 
brought to bear upon the proponents of the Boulder 
Dam bill, it should be brought upon those who are 
opposing it. 
There is probably not one vote being made with 
all this discussion. 
It is a reiteration of every argu­ 
ment. 
It is a reflection upon the Senate and its 
rules. 
Undoubtedly there are Senators who dread 
to go on record on this bill, and are hoping that 
some means will be devised to prevent such record. 
The power people who have been opposing the bill 
from the beginning and exhausting every resource 
at their command are the real beneficiaries in the 
present situation. 
There seems to be no doubt in 
anyone's mind that if the bill can reach a vote it 
will pass the Senate. 
As changes have been af­ 
fected since it passed the House, it would then im­ 
mediately go to a conference committee, and with 
the CUC. of each House, then upon the report of rite 
conference committee, it would only need the signa­ 
ture of the President to become a law. 
It would 
take a comparatively few hours following the vote 
in the Senate for the Boulder Dam bill to come 
forth as a finished product of Congress. It is mar­ 
velous that in the face of the expose of the Federal 
Trade Commission of the past few months, any Sen­ 
ators could be found who would desire to have 
themselves continue in a position at least of sus­ 
picion while on the surface they have desired that 
their opposition should be construed as working for 
justice for Arizona. 
It has been perfectly palpable since Senator John­ 
son questioned Senator Ashurst as to his willingness 
to have the bill go to a vote if the water division 
was agreed upon, and Ashurst dodged the question 
that it has not been the division of water, but the 
question of power which is the animating motive 
back of the opposition. 
A letter which was recently brought out in the 
investigation of the Federal Trades Commission 
written by J. B. Sheridan of Missouri, head of one 
of the 28 state public utility propaganda organiza­ 
tions mobilized in 1927 to fight the Boulder Dam 
bill, sheds light from the inside on this whole ne­ 
farious matter. 
He was writing to another press 
agent working along the same line in another state. 
He did not expect that his letter would ever see the 
light of day. 
It is written personally and confi­ 
dentially but it now comes out as the correspondence 
from the archives of the company are brought be­ 
fore this public tribunal. 
Two paragraphs in his 
letter are well worth repeating. 
"A municipally owned plant, city of 8000. 
pays all indebtedness on plant without recourse 
to tax fund. lights, white way streets, etc. with­ 
out getting money therefor, but it is charged on 
the books and has a top rate of 8 cents per 
K.W.H., 4 cents power, B 50 miles away from 
A 8000 population, better industrial town than 
A. better power load, exacts a top rate of 15 
cents per K.W.H., 8 cents for power. 
“Reconcile these if you can. 
I can't. 
I 
don’t pretend to. 
There are no holes to be 
found in the municipal plant at A. 
As I see 
it there is nothing inherently sacred in private 
or public ownership. 
It all depends on which 
works out the best for the public. 
We talk a 
lot about what private ownership has done. Yet 
many municipal plants were built because no 
private parties would build them." 
Then he adds: 
"Unless the industry is honest and on the level 
it will kill itself. Ninety per cent of it is hon­ 
est enough. 
It must be IOO per cent honest. 
And it must come to recognize that public util­ 
ities are not private dice, or playing cards, or 
chips in a poker game, but public trusts to be 
administered carefully, cautiously, economically, 
with the interests of investors in fixed securi­ 
ties and public, which are identical, coming be­ 
fore profits on common stock or upon inflation 
of securities." 
And now we have the exhibition in the United 
States Senate where the representatives of the states 
may be denied even the opportunity to vote upon 
a bill, and primarily because these same interests are 
determined that it shall not pass. 


The most phenomenal educational development in 
the history of civilization is the American high 
school. It is amazing—almost startling. Fifty years 
ago they were just being organized and in many 
places against most violent opposition. 
Sixty years 
ago they were practically unknown, undreamed of. 
Public schools then carried pupils through the com­ 
mon branches and sometimes added algebra and 
Latin. 
United States history was not then a com­ 
mon school study, neither was physiology. 
There 
were academies and preparatory private schools that 
fitted those for college who had the means or the 
ambition to enter upon the paths of higher educe 
don. 
But the colleges of that day were not the 
equals either in breadth of scope or thoroughness of 
scholarship of the high schools of today. 
The founders of the republic were, many of them, 
college men but s reading of their biographies 
shows that they graduated in their teens and a study 
of old college curriculums shows how meager were 
the branches pursued. 
There was little besides 
Latin, mathematic and history. 
Indeed, when high 
schools were first organized these were the big 
things of the course. Today a liberal education can 
be obtained with little more than a trace of them. 
The first high schools were called “The People's 
Colleges," and an attempt was made to teach 
mental and moral philosophy, political economy, 
logic, natural philosophy (physics), chemistry, bot- 
any. geology, zoology and astronomy. 
The writer 
remembers having classes in all these and of taking 
Ona class through geometry, trigonometry, conic 
sections, surveying and navigation, using college 
texts of that date. 
It was expected that a teacher 
would hear eight classes a day. 
Written examina­ 
tions were held monthly in all subjects. 
Were better scholars produced then than now? 
Not a whit. It was fortunately just as easy to forget 
the most one learned then as it is today. 
It is not 
what we have hut what we use that counts. 
And 
usefulness is rapidly coming into its own. The pop­ 
ular Ugh school today is die one that teaches how 
to live and become a useful member of society. 
But the change from then till now is marvelous. 
Nothing in other lands compares with it.
